Manv were 
iiisti.ntly ernsl.ed hy the falling iron and timbers, 
while orliei'S beeaiae entangled in the ruins, and 
being enable to extricaio tlienisclves, were 
diHivvMf'd. The scone at this moment can be bet- 
ter, innained than described. Parents, with 
mind* bordering on insanity, rushing about in 
search of mis-ins children; others vainly iiiciidr- 
ing for some dear Irien.l, while some were engaged 
in exiimiiiiiig the hats and caps taken (ro .. the 
water, to find some token of a niis ing one " 

It is consoling to know that the number of 
those who xvcre killed — now yaid to be lilteen — 
is not tjuite so great as was snpp tsed at fir^t. 
Considering the number ot those wiio were pre- 
cipitated into the water, with wairons, kicking 
hi>r-es, and the wreck of the bridge, it seems 
little short of miraculous that so few lives were 
lost.
